AVitte, the senior Russian peace pleni- 
potentiary, after declining Interviews 
of all correspondents, made an 
ex- 


ception in the case of the Associated 
Pres«!, as it was representative of the 
pre^s of the United States and as a 
mark of sympathy he felt toward the 
United States, where he would soon 
become a temporary guest of that great 
country. 


After greeting"*, 
the 
conversation, 


which was in French, quickly gravi- 
tated to the high mission with which 
the Russian statesman is charged and 
the disposition of the foreign press to 
interpret his appointment as an indi- 
cation that Russia had decided 
to 


n.ake peace at any price. 


"No, no," he said.' "In the first place 


I have been designated by the Em- 
ppror as his ambassador for 
pour- 


pnla.ru with Japanese plenipotentiaries 
to ascertain whether it is possible to 
conclude the treaty of peace. 


"The ultima to decision rests in the 


hands' of the Emperor and it is for him 
to decide the destinies of Russia. 


"The Emperor is a friend of peace 


nn'l desires peace, but I every much 
fear that the Japanese terms will be 
such that we will be unable to reach 
accord. 


'T.n tho second place the world should 


disabuse its mind of the idea that Rus- 
sia wants peace1'at any price, 
and 


thirdly, Russia is not crushed, as the 
foreign press has led the world to be- 
lieve."

So Says LouM. Houseman, Man- 


ager for Song Writer, Who Is 


Looking for Return Match 


Herbert Maxson, son of Colonel ami 


Mrs. Maxson of Reno, is now In the 
Philippine islands. 
The young- man 


recently received his commission as 
lieutenant in the United States navy 
and was assigned to the United States 
Ship "Wisconsin, then stationed at San 
Francisco. 
Some time ago he sailed 


•with hia ship for Uncle Sam's new 
possessions. 
His parents have just 


received 
an 
interesting letter from 


the young1 man. It is dated at Cavite. 
In his letter the young naval officer 
writes: 


"The Bazaars and the Reno Journals 


reached me and I was so glad to re- 
ceive them. 
I suffered a great deal 


from the heat here the first two or 
three weeks, but am acclimated now. 
I've been over to Manila twice since 
we've been here and I've come to the 
conclusion that the best place for a 
man desiring to retain 
both 
good 


health and morals is right here aboard 
ship. 


"The rainy season begins now and 


if the commander follows his usual 
tactics we'll be up on the China coast 
in a month. We've had a little excite- 
men since I last wrote. Last Saturday 
the fleet went out for a little man- 
euvering and ,we hadn't been out 
a 


clay before we sighted three 
black 


men'o'war steaming slowly down the 
west coast of Luzon. While they were 
still five miles away they fired a sa- 
lute which we returned as soon as we 
were close enough to make out the 
Russian colors. 
Wei went 
on, pas>t 


them, then came about and followed 
them into Manila bay. It reminded me 
very much of the reports .we read of 
Dewey'y going in in '98, for it was the 
same time of night, lacking two of the 
same number of men of war, and we 
were steaming at 
nearly the 
same 


speed. 
"We didn't get a'good look at the 


Russians till morning and may be you 
think they were not battered up. The 
Aurora, bheir flagship, had a big hole 
in one of her funnels, the foremast had 
been mostly carried away and a half 
dozen holes in her side showed where 
the Japs' six inch shells had played 
havoc. 
The captain 
was 
mortally 


wounded and was burled just outside 
this bay. Twenty-eight were killed 
ana 140 wounded were taken off when 
they anchored off Manila. 


^ 
"Our admiral had agreed to let them 


make repairs and then leave this port, 
but orders from Washington yesterday 
made them either leave within twen- 
ty-four hours or dismantle and remain 
here till the close of the war, and they 
wisely accepted the latter. 
A couple 


of Japanese ciuisers are outside now 
watching them, but even If they were 
not, the Russian ships would sink if 
any kind of a sea arose, for the Oleg 
and Zemchug, a cruiser and torpedo 
boat, are just about as badly 'Japaned' 
as the Aurora. 
"I'must turn out at 4 a. m. tomor- 


jow and take my division of fifty- 
three men ashore for target practice.

Frank Thompson, the gambler, who 


was arrested Satin day afternoon upon 
a charge of assault with intent to 
commit rape, and who was released 
upon executing a $2000 bond, was re- 
arrested yesterday and his bond in- 
creased to $5000, in default of which 
he went to jail and Is now occupying 
a cell in the county bastile. 


The sequel to Thompson's rearrest 


occurred Sunday morning, when his 
sister, Mrs. C. A. Davis, the complain- 
ing witness, and her daughter, upon 
whom the alleged assault is said to 
have been made, left Reno to get out 
of the state.
